TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Monroe in the 
County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Monroe on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March, 
next at ten of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the 
following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 

3. To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
the report of the Budget Committee. 

4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to distribute the Inventory Blanks at the time they 
appraise the property to be taxed. 

5. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to Real Estate taken over for non-payment of Taxes. 

6. To see if the voters will authorize the Selectmen 
and Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not to 
exceed $90,000.00 in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes for the current municipal year, and to issue in 
the name and on the credit of the Town, negotiable 
notes therefor, said notes to be repaid during the cur- 
rent municipal year, from taxes collected within the 
current municipal year. 

7. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to keeping a Physician in Town. 

8. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to keeping a Recreation Director in Town. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropri- 
ate not exceeding $5,000.00 for the purpose of making 
a survey of the possibilities for a Town Water System. 

10. Shall the provisions of chapter 171-A of the 
revised laws relative to playing games of Beano be 
adopted in this Town? 
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11. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a plan for 
extending to employees of the town the benefits of 
title II of the Federal Social Security Act (Old Age 
and Survivors Insurance) as authorized by Chapters 
301 of the Revised Statutes Annotated Amended by 
Chapters 301 and 332 of the Laws of 1955 and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred dollars to 
defray the town’s share of the cost thereof. 

12. To see if the town wishes to exclude from the 
plan services in any classes of positions filled by popular 
election. 

13. To see if the town wishes to exclude from the 
plan services in any class or classes of positions the 
compensation for which is on a fee basis. 

14. If a plan for Social Security coverage is adopted, 
to see if the town will authorize the selectmen to exe- 
cute on behalf of the town the necessary agreement 
with the State of New Hampshire to carry into effect 
the plan and to see if the town will designate the 
Treasurer as the officer to be responsible for the admin- 
istration of the plan. 

15. To hear all reports of Committees and Officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

16. To transact any business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

Smoking and debris burning caused more than 50 
percent of the forest fires occurring-in the state of 
New Hampshire in 1955—235 fires out of a total of 
463 originated from these two sources. Lighted smok- 
ing material and matches thrown from moving vehi- 
cles along the highway or dropped by fishermen, 
hunters, hikers, berry and flower pickers accounted 
for 26 percent; debris burning in the wrong place or 
at the wrong time by those who failed to heed all 
pleas for safety or refused to recognize the logical, 
sensible rules and regulations set up under legisla- 
tive authority governing the use of fire in or near 
woodlands accounted for more than 24 percent. This 
is inexcusable. 


Everything possible is being done officially to rem- 
edy the situation. Since 1909 there has been a statute 
on our law books which requires everyone to secure 
written permission from the local forest fire warden 
before starting a fire in or near woodlands or where 
fire can be communicated to woodlands, unless the 
ground is covered with snow. A never ending program 
of educational work is being carried on by your local 
warden and state officials to inform the general pub- 
lic both of the value and necessity of securing the re- 
quired permit for such burning. Much progress has 
been made, but there are still many who fail or refuse 
to cooperate. The value of our permit system was def- 
initely proven in this district during the 1955 cal- 
endar year. District local wardens issued 959 permits 
for debris burning fires. That’s a lot of permits. The 
records show only 2 permit fires got out of control. 
This proves several things—while wardens were lib- 
eral in the issuance of fire permits, accommodating 
every applicant so far as possible, they were cautious, 
following closely directives outlining overall policy 
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governing the issuance of burning permits and thor- 
oughly instructing permit users. The latter, too, fully 
appreciating their responsibility in using their per- 
mits, governed themselves accordingly. Result? Much 
burning done legally and safe. 


But what of the smokers? Despite all the efforts of 
those officially charged with the responsibility of pre- 
venting fires, too many were careless or thoughtless 
in disposing of smoking material and matches. Why? 
It is dificult to say. Autos are now equipped with ash 
trays. Why not use them. The crushing out of a cigar, 
cigarette and the complete extinguishment of match- 
es before being discarded is an easy chore. 


If the costly habits of the careless and indifferent 
smoker and debris burner could be overcome, more 
than half of our annual forest fires would be elimin- 


ated. Will YOU do YOUR share to bring this about? 


REMEMBER 


1. Get a written permit from your local warden 
before starting your debris burning or camp fire. The 
law requires it. 


2. Make certain they are dead out before leaving 
them. 


3. Become a safe smoker by extinguishing smoking 
material and matches before discarding them.

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The regular teaching staff returned, without 
change, and continues under the efficient adminis- 
tration of Principal Nye. 


The resignation of Mrs. Nichols left a vacancy in 
the special field of piano instruction. It was not pos- 
sible to interest any qualified music candidate in a 
part-time position of three days a week. The course 
in piano, was, therefore, eliminated. 


The district is most fortunate in having the serv- 
ices of Mrs. Virginia Gilchrist who acts as accompa- 
nist for Mr. Nye’s choral rehearsals and productions. 


The elementary enrollment has increased from 73 
to 80 pupils. The number of secondary pupils total 
31, with 26 attending McIndoes Academy, 38 at St. 
Johnsbury Academy, and 2 at Woodsville High 
School. 


It was quite disappointing when the contract bids 
for the construction of the addition to the school 
building were found to be more than the funds raised 
for the project. 


Upon the advice of the Building Committee, the 
School Board decided against eliminating certain 
items from the original plans, thereby cutting costs 
to fit the funds available, but rather to present the 
problem to the voters, in an article asking for an ad- 
ditional sum to be raised and appropriated. New 
notices to bid on the original plans have been posted 
and bids will be received and opened before the an- 
nual district meeting, but not awarded to contractors 
until after the meeting date. The school board will 
then be in a position to advise the voters of the exact 
amount needed for the project. 


Education is a sound and necessary investment in 
the future well-being of our nation and its citizens. 
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Monroe is very fortunate that it can make this invest- 
ment without undue burden upon the taxpayer. 


The continued interest and support of the citizens 
of Monroe in general and of the school’s personnel in 
particular is acknowledged and greatly appreciated.

The clinic 
was sponsored by the State Department of Health 
and was organized by Mrs. Loretta Russell, R. N., 
Public Health Nurse. The children were taken by bus 
to the clinic which was held at the Community Build- 
ing in Woodsville, N. H.

Your Region Association has had in 1955 one of the most active 
years. Naturally, the highlight was the Presidential visit in June, and 
we were honored by taking a direct part in various phases of the 
planning which went on for months previous. Seldom has the limelight 
been so directly centered on the White Mountains in a national scale. 


Through all the complications and confusion surrounding that 
planning we somehow found time to carry on our normal schedule of 
work benefiting our towns. Much outside travel has carried the 
“message of the mountains” personally to Boston, Hartford, Spring- 
field, New York, and Philadelphia. Events such as a Guides’ Show and 
a Women’s Golf Tournament were promoted and brought gratifying 
publicity. Stories and pictures were placed in many publications, and 
thousands of publicity folders distributed, as well as direct mail 
answering of several thousand letters and cards with information. 


Our annual 4-H contest continues to have heartening results in 
encouraging young people’s efforts through this fine organization. 
Another standby, the real-estate bulletin, has put property prospects 
in touch with property owners and realtors all over the region. 


Is it all doing you, the tax-payer, any good? “Yes!” to that. We 
tracked down some of our mail inquirers in a random sample again 
this year. We found that out of just this small sample (500 letters and 
cards) we had 100 parties that spent just over $17,000 in the Region! 
That represents over 21%4 times the amount appropriated by all our 
towns last year. We’re sure you would all be glad to invest $1.00 to 
get back $2.50, any day. 


Naturally this income isn’t the only total we brought in, as there 
are many, Many more we have no way of tracing. But it does show 
this is big business. It means that these people are paying big sums 
of tax money that doesn’t come out of your pockets. With your con- 
tinued help we can ease the burden of the tax load in all towns, 
bringing outside money to help pay for state and local services that 
otherwise you’d have to finance.
